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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that Murakami teaches a single 
sensing section, not a plurality of pressure sensitive transducers. This is conceded in the office action. Bowman, not Murakami, teaches 
a plurality of pressure sensitive transducers. Applicant also argued that Bowman teaches a plurality of pressure sensitive transducers 
between a clear glass plate and the surface of a CRT tube, not between a back light panel and a liquid crystal display panel. This is also 
conceded in the office action. However, Murakami teaches that the sensing section is between a back light panel and a liquid crystal 
display panel. For the reasons given in the prior office action, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to combine the plurality of pressure sensitive transducers as taught by Bowman with the touch screen assembly as taught b 
Murakami. Specifically, it would have been obvious to replace the sensing section between the back light panel and the liquid crystal 
display panel as taught by Murakami with the pressure sensitive transducers as taught by Bowman, placing the transducers between the 
back light panel and the liquid crystal display panel. 
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
